ELECTROCUTION. 


The Severe renalty Ohio's Capital Offend- 


ers Must Pay. 


. 
COI.UMIIUS, O., July "i— Commencing 


Wednesday the execution of the death 
penalty by hanging in Ohio becomes a 
thing of the past, and the Buckeye 
state, following the lead of New York, 
will substitute electrocution, excepting 
so far as relates to persons already un- 
der sentence of death by the noose. 
The ehang-e has been brought about by 
a bill introduced in the upper house 
by senator .lories and championed in 
the assembly by Representative Reed. 
It provides that all murderers convicted 
after Jul_y 1 and sentenced to the death 
penalty shall be electrocuted, and in- 
iliction of the penalty must take place 
before sunrise on the day set by the 
sentence in court. The death chamber 
must be in the penitentiary. 
There is 


no other change in the provisions of 
the law relating'to death sentences.

Attempt 10 Blow Up Street Rail- 


road Power House, Last Night. 


'o Kxplorip, and thu Unlldlnpr was Saved 
from l>iu»»£o—The Chemical iu the 


Jar Kxploded mid Scatlornd OIinukH 


of Dymiuiltf and Hrokt-n Glass 


All Ovorthe Power Station 


— No Clut). 


A desperate attempt was made this 


inorning about two o'clock to blow up 
tho power house of the Portsmouth 
Street Railroad company with dyna- 
mite. 


A quantity of tho explosive, about 


;hree sticks, it is estimated, was used. 
It was placed iu a glass fruit jar, and 
from all appearances the jar was^filled 
with an explosive chemical of "some 
kind. 
The j:;r was then sealed aud 


a fuse placed in it. 


Tho miscreant evidently was not 


fully posted as to the use of dynamite, 
as he neglected to put a cartridge at 
the end of the fuse. 
To do the most 


damage, tho dynamite must bo packed 
up close against a building, or what- 
ever it is designed to destroy. Tho 
fellow who had charge of tho business 
last night evidently did not know this, 
as ho placed tho jar iu tho open win- 
dow in tho north-cast corner of tho 
power house. 
Tho choiincal exploded 


with a blinding flash, and filled tho 
room with smoke. 


At the time of the explosion John 


Brock, tho engineer on duty at night, 
was back in tho boiler room, assisting 
tho fireman in some work. 
He . saw 


tho flash and heard the report and 
dashed out into tho main room. It was 
filled with smoke. He groped his way 
to the entrance oil Oft'nero street, and 
then securing a torch, began to investi- 
gate. 
Ho found the floor strewn with 


chunks of dynamite aud pieces of 
broken glass. 
Thoroughly frightened, 


Mr. Brock called the fireman, and they 
rnado a careful examination. They 
found glass all over tho building, and 
picked up a small bucket full of uuex- 
plodcd dynamite. Tho window sill, 
whcro tho jar had been placed, was 
blackened, and tho bronze steam radi- 
ator near by had been turned black by 
tho action of tho chemical. Outside 
tho window Mr. Brock counted thirty 
matches, which had evidently been, 
used iu lighting the fuse.
